It must also be remem- 
bered that the due fulfillment of his 
duties, by either Senator or Bepresenta- 
tive, involves long journeys, separation 
from business circles and peculiar ex- 
penses which do not occur in the other 
cases.

Bringing our totals together we find 


that the cost of representative institu- 
tions in the United States, with a popu- 
lation of 00,000,000, is $2,348,000, or a 
capitation of five cents per head. It 
seems then that the proportionate cost 
of monarchical as against Republican in- 
stitutions is as 2! is to 1. 


As we have not included the coat of 


the diplomatic service in the foregoing 
figures we will nowproceed shortly to con- 
trast the expenses of England and Amer- 
ica so far as these items are concerned, 
for the purpose of showing how much 
more costly the representatives of a 
royal court are than the delegates of a 
republic. The total cost of the diplo- 
matic service of Great Britain is $2,400,- 
000, while the total cost of the same 
service of the United States is only 
$900,000. 


With a view of enabling the reader to 


judge for himself we will contrast in 
columns side by side the expense of 
England and America to different coun- 
tries.

government seems to be to pay only 
moderate salaries and to divide the 
duties over a large number.

the Privy Councillors and the clergy, 
and after them the Laidies-in Wait- 
ing, the Archdukes and Archduches- 
ses, and their Majesties, conducted 
by the Master of the Imperial Kiteh- 
en. Pagee brought in the dishes, 
which were placed by the Emperor 
before the men and by the Empress 
before the women. The food, how- 
ever, was not touched. The Arch- 
dukes and ladies of the palace remov- 
ed the dishes and the table. Then, 
the men and women being seated in 
two rows, the clergy began to read 
the sacred story in commemoration 
of which the ceremony takes place, 
and their Majesties poured water on 
the feet of the old men and women 
and dried them again. This per- 
formed, each of the people received 
a bag with thirty pieces of silver,and 
the court withdrew, while the men 
and women were taken in court car- 
riages to their homes, where the 
above mentioned dishes were set be 
fore them. 
This is but the first of 


these ceremonies, which go 'on until 
Easter, and are kept with great sol- 
emnity, in conformity with the feel- 
ings of tho people, who almost live 
just now in the streets and churches.

A 
crowd will fill the galleries and ap- 
plaud his defiancdto his Bourbon op- 
pressors in behalf of his people. The 
event is looked forward to with more 
interest here than any congressional 
proceedings since the day Mahone in 
the senate flung down the gauntlet 
at the feet of Ben Hill, nnd declared 
that he was the custodian of his own 
democracy. 


he (Cox) did, "The Home Guards." 
A long and rather acrimonious dis- 
cussion followed, Cox regretting that 
old issues should be brought up, 
while llobeson took occasion to eulo- 
gize the soldiers, and to score the 
committee for attempting to shut 
them out. The debate was quite in- 
teresting, and attracted a good deal 
of attention. The scales were turned 
in Robeson's favor by Mr. Holman, 
of Indiana, who spoke against the 
change, saying that even ademocrat- 
ic congress had never suggested such 
n thing as this. 


Ex-Secretary Blaiue appeared be- 


fore the foreign relations committee, 
to day, in connection with the Ship- 
herd case. He stated that he knew 
Shipherd; had read his testimony, 
and '-endeavored to understand it." 
Blaine said he never saw or heard of 
Shipherd's letter in the state depart- 
ment, until Shipherd was introduced 
to him by Senator Blair. 
Such 


trashy matters as Shipherd's letters 
would never be called to the atten- 
tion of the secretary, as they were 
scarcely lit for the waste basket. The 
witness said he knew nothing what- 
ever as to how the letter came to be 
missing from the files. The first in- 
terview with Shipherd, so far as last- 
ing late into the night, only lasted 
fifteen minutes, and witness did not 
see Shipherd again for nearly three 
months. Blaine then produced what 
he stated was the entire correspond- 
once between himself and Hurlbnt 
during the latter's administration at 
Lima. Mr. Blaine said: "Shipherd 
came to me and stated he was the 
representative of a very important 
claim called the Cochet claim. I had 
never before heard of it, and asked 
him how he spelled the name. He 
told me Senator Blair was one of his 
counsel, and nlbo added the names of 
ex-Senator Conkling, Hon. Scott 
Lord, ex-Senator Cragin and others. 
I thought it a very strong array of 
counsel. He named about B dozen 
prominent financiers and bankers and 
included the Seligmans, Morton, 
Bliss & Co. and others. I mention 
these facts because I have been crit- 
icised for not kicking Shipherd out 
of the department the first morning 
he called; but when a man comes in- 
trodueed by a I'nited States senator, 
with three ex Senators and an ex- 
secretary of the treasury as counsel, 
and an array- of backers such as he 
mentioned, it would hardly be the 
custom of the department to kick 


gentlemen dead, it may be a matter 
of some difficulty to disprove these 
statements except inferential!}', but I 
believe them to lie the grossest false- 
hoods, and will endeavor to show 
that to be the case." He then point- 
ed out the absurdity of Shipherd's 
version that he met Hurlbut by the 
letter's appointment, and that they 
sat upon a sofa in the public corn 
dor and held such an interview as 
Shipherd described, and utterly dis- 
credited any other explanation than 
that, Shipherd, seeing by the papers 
that Hurlbut was at the Fifth Ave- 
nue Hotel, waylaid him, and pocond, 
a merely casual chat in the public 
hall. Blaine characterized, in his 
most forcible language, the assump- 
tion of Shipherd in assuming to 
speak for President Garh'eld. as sim 
ply infamous, and with eloquent ve 
hemence declared that he was pro 
pared to take a most solemn oath, so 
firm were his convictions, that Prosi • 
ident Garfield went to his death with- 
out ever having seen or heard of 
Shipherd or his claim. 


At this point Mr. Blaine called at- 


tention to some of the questions ask- 
ed Shipherd by Belmont concerning 
the Landreau claim, which he said 
put words in his <Blaine'n) mouth 
which he did not use. 


Belmont refused to discuss the 


question at this time, and tho com- 
mittee adjourned till Wednesday, 
when the examination of J'Jaine will 
be resumed.

THE STBBET RAILWAY. 


The Work of Extending It South to Wood 


Street Commenced To-Day. 


Another improvement ot special inter- 


est to patrons of Decatur'a np-town hotels, 
and the public in general, was inaugu- 
rated early this morning. Mr. Priest, 
president of the Decatur Horse Railway 
and Carrying company, having received 
the permission of the city conicil to er- 
tend the street railway track south from 
the New Deming hotel across the old 
square to the north side of Wood street, 
the work was commenced to-day, and 
the track will be laid as rapidly as possi- 
ble and in conformity with the special 
ordinance granting the extension privi- 
lege. It is Mr. Priest's purpose to lay 
the track across the old square without 
doing any grading whatever. The pine 
ties that will be procured from a lumber 
yard will be laid in the ground, the tops 
of which will be even with the surface ot 
the square. On these ties the rails will 
be laid and securely fastened. Wide 
planks will be placed on the outside of 
the rails, so that teams may cross and re- 
cross without the least inconvenience. 


When the track, is ill shape for use as 


far south as Wood street, the line will be 
more generally patronized by the travel- 
ing public, who desire to reach the hotels 
as quickly as possible. Cars will then 
communicate directly with the New Dem- 
ing, the St. Nicholas and the Palace ho- 
tels, and our home people will have less 
difficulty in making close connection 
with the care, as they can be seen from 
four or five different directions crossing 
the old square, returning from or going 
to the Union depot. 


We are pleased to note Mr. Priest's en- 


terprise, and hope he will be favored with 
fine weather while the extension is being 
made.

GBOBOE NEWICK-S liAST HOUBS. 


He Knew be was About to Die, and Gave 


Directions aa to the Disposition 


of his Body. 


Last evening between four and five 


o'clock an English shoemaker named 
George Neirick, who was 61 years of age 
last March, and has been in the employ 
of Oscar Williamson and other shoema- 
kers in this city daring the past nine 
rears, called npon Nebinger & Beeeer at 
their leather supply house on North Wa- 
ter street, and after talking awhile abont 
commonplace matters, he told them that 
he felt he would die soon, probably 
within two weeks, and be wanted the 
gentlemen named to take charge of his 
body and send it to his brother, Walter 
Newick, at Beetown, Grant connty, Wis., 
for burial This strange request rather 
startled Mr. Rener and Mr. Nebinger, 
but they consented to do as they were 
bidden, at the same tune receiving from 
Newick 566 in money he left with them to 
pay expenses that might be incurred. 
Mr. Newick was under the influence of 
liquor at the time, but he did not appear 
to be in a condition to occasion alarm. 
Boon after Newick left the store and pass- 
ed over the crossing. On reaching the 
pavement at the corner of the First M. E. 
Church, the old gentleman fell backward 
suddenly, having experienced a paralytic 
stroke that rendered him unconscious. 
Friends rushed to his relief and bore him 
to the Drake Hotel, where he was given a 
comfortable room. An examination by 
Dr. F. S. Grime* disclosed the fact that 
in falling Newick had struck the back of 
his head against the stone curbing, but 
the run of the felt hat he wore prevented 
a fracture of the skull, and there was no 
appearance of the scalp being cut. It 
was only slightly bruised. It was also 
discovered that the entire left side of the 
unfortunate Englishman was paralyzed. 
It was thought last night that the ma» 
would die, but he received the best of at- 
tention and was alive—though seemingly 
in a dying condition—at 10 o'clock this 
forenoon. 


This morning Dr. Grimes called Dr. 


W. J. Chenoweth to consult with him in 
regard to the case, and they agreed that 
Newick was suffering with extravasation 
of blood on the brain, or apoplexy. 


DEATH OF NEWICK. 


At fifteen minutes past eleven o'clock 


this forenoon Newick died, being attend- 
ed in his last moments by Dr. Grimes, 
Mr. Reeser and others. The body of the 
deceased will lie prepared for the coffin, 
and to-morrow it will be sent to Beetown, 
Wis., by American express over the Illi- 
nois Central railroad, by Nebinger A 
Reeser, to whom Newick spoke his last 
intelligible words on earth. 


The deceased inherited about 83,000 


from a deceased brother, beside whose 
remains he will be laid at rest in the Bee- 
town cemetery. With part of this sum 
he purchased the Union house property 
on East Main street, which is now owned 
by the American Vapor Stove company. 
It is stated that Newick had about §2,000 
in cash in Wisconsin at the time of his 
death. 


The body will remain at Drake's hotel 


until it is removed to the depot to-nior- 
row morning. 


A Contract tor a Year. 


While looking abont the Decatur coal 


shaft on yesterday afternoon B KF.PUBLI- 
CAN commissioner was informed by Su- 
perintendent White that the Indiana, 
Blooraington & Western folks had con- 
tracted with his company to furnish the 
St. Louis Division (old I., D. it S. line), 
with six carloads of Decatur coal each 
day, the same to be delivered in cars on 
the track at the shaft. This immense 
consignment of coal is to be taken to In- 
dinnnpolia every day, and there dumped 
into the tenders of the I., B. & W. loco- 
motives. Decntnr is much preferred to 
Indiana coal, because there in less wastage 
to it and because it makes etoam faster. 
This contract stands good for one year, 
nud yesterday the Decatur company sup- 
plied the first six carloads of coal, which 
were seen upon the side track by the re- 
porter. Snj>t. White also stated that lie 
lias taken out of the mine tlins far nbout 
1(5,000 toim of coal, and is working 50 men 
dailv.

We have 
noted as a matter of curiosity as well as 
fact, the length of terms and the condi- 
tion of the teacher's desk compared with 
thoee of the pupils in these schools. In 
every single instance where the teacher 
baa been retained for several terms or 
years, the desk is a certain index to the 
system, government, &c., of the school. If 
the influence of the teacher's example in 
his systematic, or lack«of systematic, care 
of his books and papers is such as to act- 
ually influence the life habits of his pu- 
pils, what then must be the result of a 
careless selection of teachers? If the 
example thus influences the general or 
special order of tlie school-room, what 
must be the influence of that teacher who 
is careless about his speech, niauners and 
every-day walk?
